SUMMARY

The Dishict Attorney's Office applied for a grant through the Nevada Office of the
Attorney General - Violence Against Women Act (VAWA). This grant will provide
$67,600 for fiscal year 2015-2016. The purpose of the grant is to provide counseling
services at the Washoe County Child Advocacy Center (WCCAC).

This grant is retroactive. Notice of sub-grant award was delayed coming from the grantor.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy
communities.

BACKGROUND

The WCCAC opened its doors in June of 2014. The mission of the center is be to ensure
the health and safety of the child through a neutral, child-centered environment designed
to minimize trauma to the child, provide advocacy for the child and non-offending
caregivers and support effective investigations. Within the center is housed the Sexual
Assault Response Team (SART) and the Child Abuse Response and Evaluations
(CARES) programs. Begun in October,1999, these programs offer forensic examinations
to adult and child victims of sexual assault. Alongside prosecutors, victim advocates, and
investigators, the doctors and nurses provide specialized victims services. We wished to
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add counseling to the list of victim services. The grant is design to help provide this

service to the victims at the WCCAC.
